Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2 - 7, 9, 1 0 and 1 8 - 25 are now allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 2-7,9,10 and 1 8 - 25 recite, inter alia, a semiconductor integrated 

circuit device comprising a connecting member with a metal layer including a Pd layer 
provided at a first portion covered with a resin mold and an alloy layer containing no Pb 
and Pd provided at a second portion outside the resin. Although, Kubara, US 6,087,714 
teaches a connecting member for an integrated circuit device, he fails to disclose or 
anticipate the above limitation. Additionally, the art of record does not disclose or 
anticipate the above limitation in combination with other claim elements nor would it be

obvious to modify the art of record so as to form a device including the above limitation.
